The purpose of the FUSRAP Identification and Characterization Proce!$ 

was to identify sites formerly used by or in support of ~Manhattan 
Engineer District (MED) and Atomic Energy Commission (AEC) activities / 
during the early phases of nuclear energy development. The primary 
objective of the record'searches conducted during the process was to 
identify facilities that handled or processed significant quantities

of radioactive material and to obtain information necessary to determine ~ 
the potential for residual radioactive contamination above current criteT!a 
and guidelines. Several colleges and universities, including the Universi,ty 
of California, the University of Chicago, Iowa State Col,lege, Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and others identified in this category of sites, 
were involved in uranium and thorium feed material processing and metal- / 
lurgy. Reports addressing the operations at each of these institutions ' 
were prepared to support recommendations for designation of the sites for 
remedial action or elimination from further consideration under FUSRAP. 

A number of other colleges~and universities that made significant / 
contributions to MED and AEC research and development programs were 
also identified and included on the FUSRAP site list. Subsequent record ~ 
searches revealed that, with the few exceptions sited above, participa- i 
tion of the majority of these institutions was limited to research 
activities involving small quantities of radioactive materials in a 
controlled environment. No information has been found that would indicate 
a significant potential for continued presence of residual radioactive ~ 
material as a result of these operations at the institutions identified 
below. The probability of finding information to the contrary is con- 
sidered remote. Therefore, further investigation is not considered 
warranted.
